Only  the  most  trivial  signs  of  handling,  the  most  noticeable  being  a 
couple  of  bag  marks  near  ST.  Heavily  clashed  and  lightly  cracked  dies.  Nothing 
equal  to  this  has  been  offered  in  years.

One  of  Two  Finest  1795  Overton  24  Halves 

258  1795.  Overton  24,  Beistle  3-G.  Recut  9 and  5th  star;  extensive  clash  marks.  About 

Unc.,  covered  with  mint  frost  and  pale  rosy  gold  toning;  probably  never  was  in 
circulation.  The  weaknesses  of  striking  at  top  hair,  forelock,  eagle’s  feet,  r.  wingtip 
and  bottom  of  wreath  are  exactly  as  on  the  only  other  really  choice  one  traced, 
the  Cleneay-Newcomer-Green-Clarke  piece  pictured  in  Beistle  and  in  the  Clarke 
sale.  The  marks  at  rim  above  I of  LIBERTY  and  (opposite)  above  U are  from  a 
small  planchet  crack  affecting  edge.  Almost  free  of  bag  marks.  Except  for  the 
piece  above  mentioned,  Unc.,  no  other  top  grade  specimen  of  this  variety  has 
been  offered  in  the  last  25  years,  to  our  knowledge.  Rare  in  all  grades;  note  that 
Overton  was  unable  to  obtain  one  sharp  enough  to  determine  the  position  of  final 
star  or  to  be  worth  illustrating  in  his  book.  PLATE 

259  1795.  Ov.  38,  B.  11-P.  Straight  line  defect  through  r.  side  of  Y;  recut  CA,  clashed 

and  cracked  obv.  die.  VF  but  weakly  struck  as  often  for  this  rarity  (just  like  Ov. 
40  illustration);  surfaces  unusually  clean,  steel  gray  toned,  suggesting  better  than 
VF.  Very  rare. 

260  1807.  Bust  r.  Ov.  3.  About  Unc.,  plenty  of  mint  frost;  usual  strike. 

261  1817.  Overton  26.  Borderline  Unc.  Brilliant,  frosty,  but  with  a few  minute  bag 

marks,  slight  rub  on  hair  behind  Y,  and  faint  signs  of  old  cleaning. 

262  1823.  Famous  “Ugly  3.”  Not  in  Overton,  unlisted  later  die  state  of  his  29.  Cracked 

and  clashed  dies;  double  profile.  EF,  brilliant,  dipped,  rare.

Very  scarce. 
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264  1827.  Flat  based  fancy  2.  Either  a misdescribed  Overton  84  or  an  unlisted  variety. 

ED  ATE  ME  practically  touch;  TES  above  A.  Enough  mint  brilliance  to  justify 
EF  or  better,  but  a rather  soft  strike;  small  nicks.  Very  rare,  first  we’ve  handled. 
Edge  blundered  ORLF. 

265  1828.  Small  8's,  sq.  2.  Ov.  31,  UN1TEDSTATES  as  one  word.  AU,  cleaned,  much 

mint  frost. 

266  1830.  Small  0,  first  edge.  Ov.  15.  Edge  blundered  OR  ALF.  Brill.  AU  plus,  much 

mint  frost;  dipped. 

267  1830  Sm.  0,  first  edge.  Ov.  16  but  without  double  profile.  Almost  AU,  mint  frost, 

rainbow  tone,  no  cleaning.  Very  attractive.

Pale 

warm  tone.
